Mrs. E m elle Flscher-Hoch, who mar 
rled the bigamist four days after the 
death of her sister, who also had been 
one of H och’s wives, told how Hoeh 
courted her, m arried her within four 
ilays of the sister’s deaih and then 
fled with $750 of w itness's 
money 
Prior to th** wedding the witness had 
ten children by a former husband. 
“ After the doctor had gone.’’ sai 
the witless, “ Hoeh crb-d and said. ‘Now 
I ani a widower again, all alone in th* 
world.
